The increased cost to the State for 


new oflices and increased salaries is near 
ly $1,000,000, exclusive of a big mere ise 
in the cost of running the Legislature 
This, m view of the depleted condition 
of the State Treasury and the great 
necessitv for economy, is a startling 
showing and will necessitate the Govei- 
nor's vetoing many bills now in his 
hands, making appropriations to ehan- 
table institutions, hospitals, etc 
The 


Legislature was still young when the 
Governor sent in his memorable message 
calling for economy, but it apparently 
had not tbe slightest effect, and when he 
comes to consider the great mass of ap 
propriation bills now m his hands he will 
be confronted with a serious financial 
problem 


The estimated revenues of the State 


for the next two years are only 820 000,- 
000, but bills have been passed aggregat- 
ing appropriations of $23,18u 000 
The 


result will be that whileall the increased 
salaries and new offices go, the appropri- 
ations to needed charities, hospitals and 
educational institutions will have to be 
slaughtered by the wholesale 


MEEDED rEOISr.\TION SLAUG1ITEPED 


While squandering money in such a 


reckless manner, the necessary and de 
sirable appropriations were defeated An 
appropriation fortheimprovementof the 
Delaware River channel would have 
been of inestimable value not only to 
the city of Philadelphia, but to the 
business interests of the entire State 
There was no patronage in it, however 
and the Harrisburg statesmen calmly 
turned it down 


In other lines of legislation the work 


of the body which ended Saturday was 
on a par with that in appropnat ons 
The iniquitous Marshall Pipe Line bill, 
which is intended to give the Standard 
Oil Company a complete monopoly, and 
which Governor Patlison knocked out 
with a ringing veto last session, was 
again put through without senous oppo

of more than usual interest to all mem 
bers of labor organisations, provides for 
the adoption of trade mai ks, labels sv m 
bols or private stamps by any mcorpor 
ated 01 unincorporated association 01 
union of workmgmen.

The great mass of bills are, however, 


still in the hands of the Governor, await- 
ing his action under the law giving him 
TO days for their consideration after the 
final adjournment of the Legislature 
There are over 500 bills on his desk, 
many of them bad— a few good. 


Among the mass of bills awaiting the 


Governor's approval is one which makes 
brewers practically independent of the 
Courts, 6y providing that upon the an- 
nual payment of $1,000 into the county 
treasury it shall be lawful for him to sell 
to licensed dealers only the malt or 
brewed liquor of his own manufacture 
in packages of not less than 12 pint hot 
ties or m casks of not less than one 
eighth barrel. If more than one brewery 
is operated $1,000 must be paid for each 
one. The bill is the result of the Alle- 
gheny License Court refusing a license 
to a large brewery in that county 


A bill which should be carefully scan- 


ned by the Governor is to regulate elec- 
tions, to increase the debts of municipal 
ities and to validate certain elections 
already held. It removes such elections 
from the operation of the Baker ballot 
law. 


ELECTItlC LIGHT SNAKES. 


Then there are what are known as the 


Hackenburg elect™ light snakes, whose 
friends are boasting confidently that the 
Governor will sign them in spite of the 
vigorous protests being made from all 
classes. There is also the Woods water 
bill, which grants practically a similar 
power to those companies 
Corporation 


bills are there without number for all 
kinds of purposes and objects, one taking 
from old gas companies the exclusive 
features or their charters and the next 
bill granting those same exclusive rights 
to new companies. 


One of the bills on the Governor's desk 


was supported by the Trades League of 
Philadelphia and other business organi 
•/.aliens, and makes it lawful for mercan- 
tile bodies to incorporate. It is now for- 
bidden under our laws, and New Jersey 
is making thousands of dollars annually 
from corporations chartered m tbat State 
for the purpose of doing business in 
Pennsylvania. 


Among the other important measures 


in the Governor's hands are the Religious 
Gaib bill, the Quay County bill, the Su- 
perior Court bill, the Judical Apportion- 
ment bill, the bill establishing a quaran- 
tine observation station, and one reviv- 
ing the offices of Inspectors of Scales, 
Weights and Measures, the latter bill 
authorizing the Governor to appoint as 
many inspectors as the County Commis- 
sioners may designate.

any of the older recognised text books of 
practice of physic is there any formal 
notice of insomnia jjei M In later works, 
and especially in those devoted to treat- 
ment, the subject of insomnia does re- 
ceive considerable attention 
And ever} 


now and then the sleeplessness of a 
great man in the world of science or in 
that of politics reminds us that eminence 
has its troubles, and of a sort which 
seldom affect the pooi man 
It is prob- 


able that this evil of wakefulness is more 
common than it used to be The ex 
citements, and especially the worries, of 
life multiply. 
Many of the arrange- 


ments of society are of a nature to drive 
away sleep. Even the very pleasures of 
life are so taken by many as to rob them 
of one of the greatest pleasures of all— 
an eight hours' sound sleep, for we 
maintain tbat this is what everybody 
should aim at. 
It may seem a long 


time to spend a third one's life m sleep 
But if the other two-thirds are use well 
there is little cause for blame. No rule 
for all can be laid down, but it would 
be well for most people m the intensive 
days m which we live to devote eight 
hours to the cultivation of the mood and 
act of sleep, and to resist the domica 
tion of all habits and fashions tbat are 
inconsistent with this purpose.—London 
Lam.et.

Cue lue Cultivator Wliei\ the Plnnls Arc 


roiinc 


The time to make corn is when the 


plants are young aafi growing, for it is 
important to get the crop pushed forward 
rapidly in order to escape the dry seasoB 
of summer. II the plants make good 
headway, and are well rooted, with large 
leaf capacity, the} will be better prepar 
ed to secure moisture from below and to 
avoid the usnal drawbacks winch befall 
the small and tender plants that are late 
in getting forwaid It .a also when the 
corn is young that the cultivator should 
be used, as much as possible, for any 
weeds OT grass at the time tbe young 
stalks are appearing will interfere with 
their progress 
When it is remembered 


that a difference of two weeks m a season 
may be the turningpomt of lessor profit 
with a crop of coin, too much attention 
cannot be given the details m the begin- 
ning. If the land has been plow ed and 
harrowed until tbe soil is deep and fine 
it will pro\e of great advantage at this 
time, and if kept, loose arid mellow with 
the cultivator the ground will become 
warm much sooner than if no care was 
taken, and more moisture will also be 
secured from rains 


Corn is a gross feeding plant, aud wi'l 


not object to any kind of manure, which 
may be broadcasted at the time the land 
is prepared foi the seed, but it is seldom 
that larmers have a sufficiency of IDA 
nure for a large Qeld, and fiey should 
not hesitate to use fertili/ers 
The best 


"starter" for corn is to mix two hundred 
pounds of nitrate of soda with About 100 
pounds of land plaster (the pl.ister serv 
Ing as a dn^r), and broadcast it o\er the 
soil, using a small quantity ou the lulls 
around tbe corn, if preferred 
Of course 


it is better U> apply all fertilizers before 
seeding the land, but if this has not been 
done the nitrate may be used as directed, 
and about a week later there should be 
applied between tbe rows about 2oO 
pounds of sulphate of potash aud 300 
pounds of bone meal 
The corn will 


show the beneficial effects of the nitrate 
of soda as soon as tie Drat rain fills to 
dissolve it, and the leaves mil take on a 
deep green tinge, which will indicate the 
appearance of the plant as thrifty 


Acorn crop enables the farmer to kill 


out weeds and grass in the field bj culti 
vatmg tbe plants, but to Uioroughh 
clean a field there must be no "laying 
by "of the crop, in the usua1 acceptation 
ot the term, as applied to com, as long 
as there are any weeds or grass, as much 
of the seeding of the ground with 
weeds is due to allotting some of. them 
to escape by ceasing cultivation too soon 
The cultivation should \>e shallow—just 
slurring the soil—the object being to kill 
weeds and loosen the surface soil,instead 
of disturbing the roots of the corn 
A 


loose soil forms a mulch over tbe ground 
and prevent loss of moisture bj evapora 
tion, and als>o enables the soil to absorb 
water from rains more easil} instead of 
allowing it to How anav, as ma} be the 
case if the ground is liaid or baked — 
Fhilii llecoul

It is the small number of good cows, 


well fed and carefullv attended to that 
bnng the most profit 
VUny farmers 


would do better with half the number of 
cows and expending on them the full 
amount of care 
The point is to keep 


only tbe best aud push them to their 
limit. To do tins't is necessary to know 
not only how much mi'k and buttei each 
cow produces, butalso how much it costs 
to produce it 
Feeding by guess wort, 


will not pay 
Give each cow all she will 


eat then calculate how much she turns 
into butter 
If jou are satisfied with 


the result, keep her, if rot, get nd of 
her 
Good food has a great deal to do 


with the end desired, but it will not 
create the tempermanent of a cow nor 
make of her a good dairy animal, an} 
more than it w 11 make a good con out 
of a good milker and theie is no use 
wasting effort 


It is calculated that it requires about 


15 000,000 COHS tostippiv the demand for 
milk and Us products m the Lmted 
Slates, and that the umvers il use of the 
Babcock test would result m cutting 
down the number about one-third, to the 
great benefit of the fanner, who is the 
one lujuied b} the "don't know" busi 
ness 
Keep an account with each cow 


and if she does not give }0u a f.ur profit 
fatten her for beef or sell her to some 
one else who is willing to go into a losing 
business 


The requirements of T goou dairy cow 


are, bnelly, a iair yearly production of 
milk and butter, a minimum amount ot 
feed toproduceagi-veuamountoCbutler, 
certain transmission of milking qualities 
to offspring and gentleness and long 
flMt} These are the qualities for which 
the farmer must look and which require 
his constant care, not onl} to obtain but 
to retain
